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Shabbat Sh'mot: May Each of Us Have a Name 


n Shabbat Sh'mot, which begins Friday, December 27, we begin the 

book of Exodus with Parashat Sh'mot, so called because it begins, “Eleh 
sh'mot b'nei Yisrael.... These are the names of the children of Israel who came 
down to Egypt with Jacob.” The rabbis teach that one reason we were worthy 
of redemption from Egyptian slavery is that by not completely assimilating, 
we retained our identity and our names. 

A Hebrew name is an important part of Jewish identity. It is said that not 
only does a new Jew establish a covenant with God and the Jewish communi- 
‘ty, but God and the community commit to the same covenant with the new 
Jew. We proclaim his or her name publicly so that God and the community 
know who he or she is. Thus we are all linked to our communal history, our 
memory and our people. 

At Shabbat services on Friday, December 27, we invite those who do not 
have a Hebrew name or who have forgotten the Hebrew name they were 
given to be called to the bimah for a blessing, to receive their chosen name 
and to be introduced to the community by that name. Please contact Rabbi 
Angel via her assistant, Gabby Volodarsky, to discuss your wishes and your name. 


May we each be known by our names, and thus may our community be strengthened.

Intimate 
partner vidlence i is common in the LGBT community; in the year 2000, 691 cases 
were reported among PORT partners in San Francisco.

Once Taboo, a Gay Israeli 
Treads the Halls of Power 
(Excerpt from The New York Times, 
October 16, 2002) 


UE Even, a 62-year-old chemistry 
professor and retired army offi- 
cer, will become the first openly gay 
member of the Knesset (Israeli 
Parliament), moving from the quiet 
confines of his laboratory at Tel Aviv 
University to the tumult of legislative 
politics. It will certainly be a mile- 
stone, Mr. Even said, adding that 
there is no way to predict the reaction 
of ultra-Orthodox lawmakers, who 
have criticized his entry to Parliament. 
“Tt is a very symbolic step,” he said in 
an interview at the Tel Aviv apart- 
ment where he lives with his partner. 
“People who for years were unmen- 
tionable will now be represented as 
part of Israeli society.” 


It has been more than nine years 
since Mr. Even catapulted the cause 
of gay rights into public conscious- 
ness in Israel in an emotional 
appearance before a parliamentary 
subcommittee that was shown on 
national television. In a personal 
account of discrimination, Mr. Even 
told lawmakers how in 1983 he lost 
his security clearance, was fired from 
his position in the military and 
stripped of his rank as a reserve intel- 
ligence officer after he was discov- 
ered to be living with a man. Mr. 
Even's story resonated widely in the 
news media, and it brought swift 
results. Three months after his 
appearance army rules were 
changed, prohibiting discrimination 
against gay and lesbian soldiers in 
recruitment, placement and promo- 
tion. Openly gay soldiers now serve 
without hindrance in all branches of 
the military. The changes in the 
army have been matched by similar 
trends in Israeli society, where 
homosexuality has gone from public 
taboo to wide acceptance in less than 
a decade. A large gay pride parade is

held each year in Tel Aviv, and the 
first such parade was held this year in 
Jerusalem. 


“There has been a change, but the 
groundwork had to be prepared and 
it took a long time,” Mr. Even said, 
recalling years of public campaign- 
ing. Mr. Even sued his university for 
spousal rights for his partner and 
won an out-of-court settlement in 
1995. They took in a 16-year-old 
teenager who was rejected by his 
family because he was homosexual, 
and became the first gay couple in 
Israel to be recognized as foster par- 
ents. 


Avraham Burg, the speaker of 
Parliament, who is Orthodox and a 
liberal member of the Labor Party, 
said Mr. Even's entry into the legisla- 
ture was a reflection of the inevitable 
changes in Israeli society. “Gays 
were once in the closet, and now they 
are out of the closet in the Knesset 
too,” he said. 


Mr. Even said he would work in 
Parliament to promote legal recogni- 
tion of gay and lesbian couples and 
families, making them eligible for 
welfare payments and other benefits 
and rights given to heterosexual cou- 
ples. Mr. Even acknowledged that he 
faced an uphill battle in promoting 
legislation favoring gay people, but 
he argued that his entry into 
Parliament would pave the way for 
others while giving a voice to a com- 
munity that was largely invisible for 
years. “I'm putting a face on us,” he 
said. “I broke the glass ceiling, and 
now others can follow.”

Kashrut: A Diet for the Soul (Part 1) 


Kees the system of dietary laws, is a well-known but often misunderstood 
Jewish practice. The Jewish Tool Kit is here to provide a very quick overview. 


Kosher (in Hebrew, ka-SHER), meaning fit or proper, describes anything 
that is acceptable for use according to halacha (Jewish law)—so we can talk 
about a kosher sefer torah or a kosher tallit, for example. Similarly, food that 
is fit for consumption under the law is deemed kosher. The Torah does not 
actually use this word, but rather designates certain animals as tahor— 
pure/clean, or tamei — impure/unclean (this refers to a spiritual or ritual 
state that has nothing to do with physical cleanliness). The term treif techni- 
cally refers to the prohibited meat of an improperly slaughtered animal, but in 
more colloquial usage it describes any food that is not kosher, for any reason. 


The Jewish Tool Kit has a real beef with the misleading term “kosher style.” 
In popular lingo it refers to deli foods (like knishes or corned beef on rye) nos- 
talgically associated with Jews. But kashrut concerns the permitted and the 
forbidden, and various rules for preparation. It has nothing to do with any 
ethnic or regional style. 


So, what can wind up on a Jewish dinner plate? There are three basic principles: 


Principle 1: some things are permitted, some are forbidden. 
Here’s how it works out. All VEGETATION is permitted. FISH (and all sea 
creatures) must have BOTH fins and scales to be kosher. So salmon, tuna and 
trout are among those permitted; shark, catfish, whales and shellfish of every 
kind are among those forbidden. There is a major dispute as to whether 
swordfish is kosher, but the Jewish Tool Kit has bigger fish to fry and won’t 
get into that now. Most species of domestic FOWL are kosher (chickens, 
turkeys, ducks, geese); predatory birds and others with similar characteristics 
(like eagles, owls and ostriches) are not. MEAT is kosher if the animal has a 
fully split hoof AND chews its cud (regurgitates its food). So cattle, sheep, 
goats and deer are kosher; camels, pigs, rabbits, horses, dingoes, tree sloths 
and most other mammals are not. Finally, insects, reptiles, amphibians and 
all creeping, crawling, swarming things are not kosher. The one exception? 
Certain kinds of grasshoppers are permitted (yum!). 


Princ iple 2 : Some permitted foods require special preparation. Meat 
and fowl must be slaughtered according to the very specific and strict rules of 
she’chita (ritual slaughter), which are designed to kill the animal as humanely as 


possible. After she’chita, additional blood must be removed from the meat , 
through a process of soaking and salting. Meat that has not been properly : 
slaughtered and drained of blood is treif. There are no special requirements for :
